Plow Early===Qive time for the accumulation of water in the soil and for the seed bed to become firm. 
If plowing is late, plow more shallow and work the seed bed down with disc and harrow. Where 
threshing is delayed small grain can be stacked to allow the land to be plowed. Keep the seed bed 
free of weeds. They use moisture and plant food the crop should have.
